eae Rules For Prevention 
And Treatment. — 


MEDICINE SUPPLIED FREE 
AT G.C.H. 


A guide, in the form of an eight 
page pamphlet, to the prevention 
nnd treatment of rabies in Hong 
Kong, has been jasued. The 
publication was drawn up by the 
Colonial Veterinary Surgeon in 
collaboration with the Govern | 
ment Bacteriologist, and published 
under the auspices of the Sanitary 
Board. 

Rabies, the guide states, is an 
‘infectious disease, due to a specific 
virus, Which affects menihers of the 
canine family principally, Le. dog, 
wolf, fox, jackal, ete. but which 
may be transmitted to other 
animals, eg, cats, sheep, gonts, 
swine, etc. und to man, . 

The following rules are laid 
down for treatment of persons 
who have been bitlen by a ‘dog:— 

‘A person bitten should go oar 
onee to the nearest Government 
Hospital and ask for, treztment. 

He should take 
whieh the docto: preseribes until 
the doctor dicides that. he has had 
enough, or that he may stop. 

The treatment which he will ges} 
will absolutely prevent him = from 
taking the disease from the bite 
afin mad dog. The treatinent is 
perfectly harmless and will not 

» muke [he patient sick, No person 
who has ever taken the treatment 
in Hong Kong hag ever taken 
dixease as a result of it.
